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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The 1 02(b) rejection of claim 58 by Mausner et al. 
stands. The response filed 5/26/09 is completely silent in addressing the 102 rejection. The response discusses the "liquid soap as the 
cleansing agent'. The response asserts that becasue the specification at page 11 discloses use of albumin in a "conventional liquid soap 
base", and because said "conventional liquid soap base" contains 5-50% of the cleansing agent, the limitations of the amended claims 50, 
54, 57 and 58 (discussed in the 112/1 rejecton, p. 3, the Office action mailed 10/16/08) are not new matters (see page 3, 1st paragraph, 
and page 1, the response). This is found unpersuasive because the percent of "conventional liquid soap base" discussed-above cannot 
substitute for the adequate written description for "5-55% by weight of liquid soap" formulated with the claimed human serum albumin for 
preparing the hypoallergenic cleansing composition. Without said adequate written description, applicant is not in possession of the claimed 
composition. Thus, the claim limitations are new matters; and therefore, the 112/1 rejection of claims 50 and 52-58 are maintained. In 
addition, the response is silent in responding to the 112/2 rejection. 
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
